The women are, Kinalang, 
Luyavan, Addamay (who Js also called 
Rosie) and Banacan. 


These people show their native arts, 


native dances--,

They come from Hongtnuk, Upper Lu- 
zon, 
from a tribe

Hoth the men and women are well 


developed physically and are surpris-

They tight with spearn 
and are astonishingly skillful, being 
able to hurl them great distances with 
a certanlty of aim that is almost in- 
credible. 


Blanket weaving, 
basket weaving
